Postage Increase (K6YUI

Postal Service says stamp prices are going up 
By Ed O’Keefe, Published: October 18 


Nothing lasts forever. Stamp prices will climb 1 cent starting in January, the U.S. Postal Service 
said Tuesday. 


The cost of a first-class stamp — also known as a forever stamp — will rise to 45 cents on Jan. 
22, the first price increase in more than 2-1/2 years, the USPS said. The cost of sending maga- 
zines, standard mail and some package services also will rise, but prices for Express Mail and 
Priority Mail will stay the same. 


The 1-cent increase is expected to generate an additional $888 million in revenue, postal offi- 
cials said Tuesday. 


The jump “is small and is needed to help address our current financial crisis,” Postmaster Gen- 
eral Patrick R. Donahoe said in a statement, adding that although the USPS continues to 
“aggressively cut costs,” it needs Congress to pass postal reform legislation that he said would 
make it easier to save money. 


Starting Jan. 22, the USPS said rates will be: 

- First-class letters (1 ounce): 1-cent increase to 45 cents. 

- Letters weighing additional ounces: unchanged at 20 cents. 

- Postcards: 3-cent increase to 32 cents. 

- Letters to Canada and Mexico (1 ounce): 5-cent increase to 85 cents. 
- Letters to other international destinations: 7-cent increase to $1.05.

2011 CQWW SSB CONTEST PLAN 


Are you ready for CQWW? These are the best DX contests amateur radio has to offer and the op- 
portunity for working many rare entities on many needed bands will abound. This year the solar flux 
rose dramatically which in turn changes the propagation. As with all things that are in rapid transition 
the ability to predict the outcome is questionable. Nevertheless new propagation charts were run 
and a plan of attack was developed. 


If you have not noticed 20 meters is not the good old workhorse of yesteryear. To most observers it 
has turned into a night time band. Actually for those who do not sleep it is an early morning band as 
well. As MUF rises during the day propagation on 20 starts off with a bang. When the MUF contin- 
ues on its upward trend the band falls asleep and 15 begins to open. With the recent solar numbers 
the MUF has risen to a point where 10 now is sitting pretty. As the MUF falls 10 closes, the transition 
through 15 is fairly sharp and 20 comes alive. A contester takes advantage of this mechanism mov- 
ing up in frequency as the bands open and following them down as well. The object is to maintain 
the highest rate while looking for the rare entities that have very short openings. 


Another effect of the higher SFI is the lower bands not only will be noisier stations will delay their 
trek down in frequency until the higher bands close. Unlike a few years ago where 40 seemed like 
20 it will probably be less of a factor in mix. In any event it is always fun to kick around the 160 
through 40 and pick new ones. 


This year included with the operating plan and usual band chart is a listing of rare openings. This 
can be used as a reminder. Look them over and determine where the windows exist and be on the 
band accordingly. Of course for the casual DXer the packet cluster will give you a real time heads up 
on rare openings. It has been the experience of many that jumping to a band at a key time is often 
overlooked by the packeteers. You will also find the pile ups on announced stations to be a lot more 
than non contest pile ups. That is because stations who normally would not attempt to work an entity 
they have confirmed are trying to work the entity for a multiplier. Take the Rare Opening listing and 
compare it to the announced operations. Develop a strategy and follow it. 


For those who would like to get their feet wet in the unassisted category the whole contest band plan 
and the operating plan should serve as a great aid. Typically it used as a planning tool and a mid- 
course correction tool. In the middle of the contest take an assessment of what you have worked 
and what you have missed. Use the charts and plans to find the opportunities to fill the band multipli- 
ers. 


There are some general rules of thumb for operating in the single op category. First start at the high- 
est band open. It may not be open on the second day. If you are fast at search and pounce then by 
all means work up or down the band going in one direction until you reach the band edge. If you run 
across an open spot try calling CQ. This may be very effective on 10 and 15 during band openings 
to Europe and the Pacific. Even with 100 watts these bands produce some good runs. Catch the 
bands as the MUF transitions up and then down. Do not forget to revisit a band. A seemingly dead 
band may have a surprise opening. Long path openings have been known to occur after a band 
closes. For instance Long path into the Indian Ocean has occurred pretty regularly on 15 M around 
10 PM. At the same time the Middle East and Central Asia has a tendency to show up on 20 M late 
night. None of the charts take this into account. Make sure you spend time this week listening to the 
bands and watching the spots. Try to trend where the openings occur and when. 20 when it opens 
will be a mad house as well as 15. 10 is wide enough to accommodate the throng remember to tune 
high in the band. Some rare DX is known to stay even above 28.600 MHz. 


How To Read the Charts 


The four charts supplied are a complitation of about 70 simulations using Shel, W6EL’s, propagation 
program. For those familiar with propagation charts it should be easy to follow. If you are not familiar 
with propagation charts a little discussion is required. First the simulation produces a table of predic- 
tions, either signal strength or signal to noise ratio and an associated probability of occurrence. The 
probability is categorized into four groups (A > 75%, B between 75% and 50%, C between 50% and 
25% and D less than 25%). Two sets of charts were produced the first contains only the category A 
probabilities. These are the most likely openings. The second chart took into account the A, B & C 
categories. These are the openings we do not want to miss. The charts are laid out with time on the 
vertical axis and band with region of the world on the horizontal axis. The numbers represent the re- 
ceived signal to noise ratio. The colors are as follows. Red is the highest signal to noise ratio on that 
band to that region. Blue is a range that is 4 dB below the highest and grey is the range between 5 
and 8 dB below the maximum. No background are openings greater than 8 dB below the maximum. 


There are several parameters that make up this simulation. First, the basic simulation assumes a 
dipole and 100 watts at both ends. The default angle of arrival is 1.5 degrees and above. As you 
know the lower the angle of arrival the longer and often stronger the opening. All but the power pa- 
rameter were adjusted for each band. On all bands the minimum elevation angle was set to 4 de- 
grees. On 80 and 40 the dipole model was used. On 20 through 15 a 3 element yagi model was 
used. The parameters were set to simulate a nominal station in a residential environment. The gains 
represent a tribander at about 60 feet and dipoles on the low bands at the same height. 


If the DX stations is a big gun then it may be as much as 20 dB louder than the predictions. Since 
the suppressed signal to noise ratios below O dB there will be times around the predicted times 
where these stations will be heard. Another word about the signal to noise ratio. The bandwidth 
used in the predict is 1.8 KHz. This is a good narrow bandwidth for detecting signals. Though it may 
be possible to pull out a signal with a 3 dB SNR typically 10 dB or above is the value that produces 
readable signals. 


You can adjust the numbers up and down to accommodate your specific station. Also you can in- 
crease that number for the big guns. In general the numbers give a trend. Try to be on the band 
when the signals are the loudest. Also you can work the big guns when others have moved on. Do 
not spend a lot of time in those pile ups. 


What the plan does not include is concurrent openings, lime when the East Coast also has an open- 
ing to South America. It is always good to find the time when the openings do not favor another re- 
gion. The DX station may not be pointing at the West Coast. 


Hopefully the charts will help in developing a plan of attack or may be just an interest in propagation. 
It would be nice to get some feedback on the openings you found. If someone has several SDRs 
and a few hard drives maybe we can record the whole contest and play it back! That would be the 
ultimate way of seeing what was worked!
